1. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 12-16, 18-19, 21-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly suggest either in singly or in combination a nickel alloy film 
having among other elements, said sputtering target body being made of a composition 
consisting of 1 to 30 atomic percent of copper (Cu); 2 to 25 atomic percent of at least one an 
additional element selected from a group consisting of vanadium (V), chromium (Cr), aluminum 
(Al), silicon (Si), and molybdenum (Mo); and remnant nickel (Ni), as recited in claims 1, 4, and 
19 .
